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ANNUAb  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

YEAR  1903-1904. 


To  the  School  Directors  of  Springfield  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  fifth  annual  report. 
It  will  not  be  possible  for  me  lo  submit  the  usual  statistics 
at  this  time  but  at  the  close  of  the  present  term  they  will 
appear  in  the  columns  of  the  local  paper. 

The  attendance  in  the  village  schools  is  increasing  so 
rapidly  that  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  crowd  in  another 
grade  on  the  second  floor  of  the  school  building  and  finish 
off  rooms  on  the  third  floor  to  use  as  recitation  rooms  for 
the  high  school.  At  the  present  time  the  primary  grades 
are  so  badly  crowded  that  it  was  considered  best  by  you 
to  supply  an  assistant.  This  helps  the  primary  grades  but 
the  conditions  in  grade  six  are  now  worse  than  exist  in  the 
lower  grades.  This  particular  room  has  fifty-six  pupils  in 
it  and  it  is  not  possible  for  one  teacher  to  do  the  amount  of 
work  required,  and  do  it  well,  with  so  many  pupils. 

The  teacher  in  this  grade  understands  her  work  and  is 
making  no  complaint  but  I  am  sure  that  she  agrees  with 
isie  when  I  say  she  cannot  develop  and  broaden  her  work, 
and  give  the  required  amount  of  individual  instruction  in 
eight  subjects,  with  so  large  a  school.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  important  gradef5  in  the  school. 
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I  am  sorry  to  say  that  during  the  coniiog  year  many 
new  text  books  will  be  required  When  I  say  that  the  bulk  of 
the  books  have  been  in  use  over  seven  years,  you  will  un- 
derstand the  condition  of  these  books. 

The  effect  of  soiled,  tattered  books  upon  a  pupil  is  not 
good.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  pupils  appreciate  the  new 
arithmetics  and  other  books,  bought  during  the  past  year, 
very  much. 

Through  the  kindness  of  those  interested  in  our 
schools,  we  have  been  able  to  send  out  two  small  libraries. 
These  will  be  sent  from  one  school  to  another  and  remain 
a  term  in  each  center.  I  am  sure  the  parents  as  well  as  the 
pupils  appreciate  the  advantages  of  such  a  library  and  I 
wish  the  town  authorities  would  see  fit  to  place  a  number 
of  books  at  our  disposal  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  and 
the  districts  they  represent.  Good  reading  matter  must  be 
a  great  benefit  to  people  far  removed  from  our  library. ' 

During  the  past  year  your  teachers  haye  done  consid- 
erable in  beautifying  the  school  rooms. 

Large  pieces  of  statuary  have  been  placed  in  the  high 
school.  These,  together  with  the  other  decorations  already 
selected  will  give  us  a  beautiful  school  room. 

I  present  herewith  the  course  of  study  in  the  high 
school.  College  requirements  have  been  followed  as  nearly 
as  possible  and  if  our  work  is  done  well  our  pupils  will  be 
well  equipped  and  able  to  enter  the  leading  New  England 
colleges. 

The  physical  laboratory  will  need  considerable  appara- 
tus in  order  to  make  the  work  in  physics  acceptable  to  the 
colleges. 

Would  it  not  be  a  fine  thing  if  our  public  spirited 
citizens  would  equip  a  laboratory  ! 

This  could  be  thrown  open  to  all  of  the  young  men 
who  desire  more  knowledge  of  phvsics  and  chemistry.  It 
could  be  used  in  public  lectures  on  scientific  subjects.  It 
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would  be  very  helpful  to  the  classes  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  U. 

The  usual  number  of  schools  have  been  maintained 
with  the  largest  increase  in  attendance  in  the  village  school. 
The  total  number  registered  in  this  school  is  521. 

We,  the  teachers,  express  our  thanks  to  you  for  your 
hearty  support  of  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

I  wish  that  I  could,  in  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  school  houses  in  town,  say  something  fa- 
vorable. Last  year  I  said  it  would  only  be  a  repetition  of 
the  year  before  to  specify  the  faults  in  each  district.  As 
th^re  has  been  nothing  done  to  improve  them,  each  year 
only  adds  to  the  same  conditions.  It  is  the  same  old  story, 
ventilation. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Our  high  school  building  as  reported  each  year  is  all 
that  we  can  ask.  The  rooms  are  well  lighted,  heated  and 
ventilated,  and  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

SiPENCER  HOLLOW 

Blackboards  worn  out,  and  they  are  not  placed  where 
they  should  be.  They  should  not  be  between  windows.  A 
new  stove  is  needed,  also  other  repairs  necessary. 

GOULD'S  MILLS 

ventilation  except  by  windows,  and  that  is  danger- 
ous.   Blackboards  bad.    Other  repairs  not  out  of  place. 

BAKER  DISTRICT 

This  is  the  best  ventilated  school  house  of  any  of  the 
rural  districts.  Not  a  whole  light  of  glass  in  the  hall  win- 
dow, and  the  plastering  off  enough  to  give  good  air  to  the 
whole  school. 

NORTH  SPRINGFIELD 

Here  we  have  two  good  schools,  plenty  of  material, 
and  excellent  teachers,  a  good  building,  well  situated,  well 
lighted,  but  no  ventilation.  It  has  just  been  re-papered 
and  painted.  It  now  needs  new  stoves  and  some  other  re- 
pairs. With  new  stoves  and  i)roper  ventilation  we  should 
have  all  that  the  laws  require,  and  hygienic  surroundings 
for  the  scholars.  I  wish  it  understood  that  when  1  say  that 
there  is  not  proper  ventilation  that  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
perly warm  a  room  that  is  not  Ventilated  j  if  one  will  take 
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the  trouble  to  go  into  any  of  our  rural  schoolrooms  they  will 
find  that  there  is  a  difference  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  de- 
grees in  different  parts  of  the  room,  if  well  ventilated  it 
would  not  exceed  three. 

PARKEK  HILL 

This  school  house  is  all  Qyt  of  repair.  It  needs  plas- 
tering, whitewashing  and  painting,  windows  broken  and 
blackboards  worn  out. 

SCRABBLE  SCHOOL 

This  is  in  fair  condition  as  regards  repairs.  Cannot 
properly  warm  on  account  of  ventilation  which  is  by  door 
and  windows. 

The  other  school  buildings  are  iti  very  good  state  of 
repair.  What  I  have  said  in  regard  to  ventilation  will  apply 
to  all.  The  out  houses  are  all  in  much  better  condition 
this  year  than  last  as  far  as  sanitation,  but  none  comply  with 
the  state  regulation. 

In  a  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Walter  E.  Eanger, 
state  superintendent  of  Education,  calling  my  attention  to 
the  importance  of  the  law  (No.  102,  Act  of  1896)  relating 
to  school  sanitation,  he  says  if  "health  is  the  first  wealth" 
and  if  "  'the  breath  of  the  children  is  the  health  of  the  na- 
tion" then  there  is  no  surer  and  better  way  to  improve  our 
schools  than  to  remedy  unsanitary  conditions  wherever 
they  may  exist. 

My  suggestion  would  be  if  we  cannot  have  healthful 
school  rooms  in  all  our  rural  districts,  then  close  them  and 
bring  the  scholars  into  district  isTo.  7  where  the  sanitary 
conditions  are  right. 

We  have  the  plans  for  warming  and  ventilating  school 
houses  as  furnished  by  the  State  board  which  can  be  used 
in  every  school  room  in  town  at  comparatively  little 
expense.
